Little Acorns is a privately run pre- (OF ae ” 
school for children aged 3 and 4 years. wet sy 2 
Sessions are held daily in the meetings — 3 
room or on Mondays in the Studio at the 
School. We have three members of staff at each session 
and we provide a caring. sociable and educational envi- 
ronment in which all children are treated as valuable in- 
dividuals.

This hospital discharge scheme, managed by Care Net- 
work with joint Health and Social Services funding, is 
currently seeking volunteers.
